dees, under her enormous debt, she will be 
slow to cngage in war. But other nations 
of Europe have islands in the same neigh- 
borhood, to induce them to make common 
cause with her. Other nations look with 
jealousy on our pecuiiar institutions and our 
growing maritime power. Other nations 
are unwilling that we should engross or 
contro! the whole commerce of the Mexican 
Gulf. 

I, of course, have no communication with 
foreign cabinets; but I cannot doubt that 
Great Bratain has remonstrated against the 
annexation of Texas to this country. An 
English minister would be unworthy of his 
oflice, who should see another state greedily 
swallowing up territories in the neighbor- 
hood ot British colonies, and not strive, by 
just means to avert the danger.
